NEW RESTRICTIVE

‘Pawn Shop’ Set Up by 


BERLIN, Nov. 26: — Nazi anti- 
Semitism was extended today by 
sharp attacks on those who sympa- 
thize with Jews. 

“These creatures, these friends 
of Jews, these servants of Jews 
deserve no other treatment than 
that accorded Jews themselves,” 
the Nuernberg newspaper Fraen- 


kische Tageszeitung declared. 
“Such contemporaries do not be- 
long any longer to the German peo- 
ple if they insist upon cham pion- 
ing Jewish murder gangs. They, 
too, should leave the Fatherland. 
Nobody is holding them back.” 

The Westdeutscher Beobachter 
of Cologne maintained that “Our 
fellow citizens must not commiser- 
ate where commiseration is out of 
place; the elimination of the Jew 
from our life must be carried to 
the bitter end.” 

Some observers believed these at- 
tacks were the beginning of a wider 
campaign against Germans who 
think Nazi treatment of Jews un- 
worthy of German traditions. 


Many Jews Evicted. 


Letters kept piling up in for- 
eign consulates, meanwhile, indi- 
cating hundreds of landlords were 
evicting Jews from their homes. 

Propaganda Minister Paul Jo- 
gseph Goebbels’ newspaper Der 
Angriff reported approvingly how 
a Jewess was evicted and her four- 
room apartment made available to 
an Aryan family of seven. 

There were other restrictive meas- 
ures: | 

Indigent Jews were forbidden, un- 
der a decree of the Ministry of the 
Interior, to seek aid from public 
welfare bureaus but must turn to 
Jewish agencies. 

All Jewish student loans were 
canceled and repayment ordered 
within two weeks. All hunting li- 
censes held by Jews were ordered 
canceled by Field Marshal Hermann 
Wilhelm Goering, acting in his ca- 
pacity as national Master of the 
Hunt. 


Temper of Other Nations Sounded. 


Newspapers were alert for evi- 
dence of a more favorable reaction 
toward Germany in other countries. 

Nachtausgabe reported from New 
York that United States Ambassa- 
dor Hugh R. Wilson, recalled from 
Berlin for “reports and consulta- 
tion” conferred only 14 minutes yes- 
terday with Secretary of State Hull 
before the latter departed for Lima, 
Peru, to attend the Pan-American 
conference.

$20,000,000 Increase in French Air 
Budget Proposed. 

Acting on its promise to increase 
the military air strength of 
France, the Daladier Government 
proposed today for parliamentary 
approval a 1989 air force budget 
higher by 766,000,000 francs (about 
$19,992,600) than that of last year. 


The budget, copies of which were 
distributed today, calls for credits 
amounting to 2,322,000,000 francs 
($60,604,200). Credits were ap- 
proved at the outset of 1938 for 1,- 
556,000,000 francs ($40,611,600). 

The budget figures provide for 
nearly a 50 per cent increase in 
the number of officers in the air 
force and increasing the number 
of non-commissioned officers and 
men by nearly one-third. 


By a decree in June, 1937, the 
number of officers was brought to 
3085 and the number of non-com- 
missioned officers and men to 59,- 
410. In 1939 the numbers will be 
4432 and 77,700, respectively. 


The number of planes to be built 
or ordered from abroad in 1939 was 
not given, but Premier Daladier is 
reported to have promised in his 
talks with Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain of Britain on Thursday that 
France would add 6000 planes to 
its air force within the shortest 
possible period.

HOW CZECH INDUSTRIES FARED 
IN ANNEXATIONS BY GERMANY 


Only Porcelain and Musical Instru- 
ment Trades 


Completely Crip- 
pled, Relief Group Reports. 
Special to ther Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Only the 
porcelain and musical instrument 
industries in Czechoslovakia have 
been completely crippled as a re- 
sult of the German annexations, ac- 
cording to a report issued today by 
the American Committee for Re- 
lief in Czechoslovakia. Czechoslo- 
vakia still has all of its iron and 
manganese mines, 45.3 per cent of 
its hard coal, but only 30 per cent 
of its brown coal, while 70 per cent 
of both iron and steel production, 
76 per cent of its brass mills and 
64 per cent of its coke ovens re- 
main, 


“The foremen and mechanics of 
the Skoda works, from which the 
builders of the Normandie ordered 
their largest steel castings, are still 
at work and remain among the best 
skilled in Europe,” the report said, 
“Sixty per cent of the textile mills 
remain on Czechoslovak soil, 90 
per cent of the shoe and leather 

, 40 per cent of the famous 
Bohemian glass works. The cottage 
industries of lace, embroideries and 
toys are preserved, 

“Of the population which lived 
by agriculture and forestry, Czecho- 
slovakia retains 69 per cent, and 61 
on cent ae her industrial workers.

taking. He said he did not have 
sufficient knowledge of the subject 
to comment on reports that Loyal- 
ist Spain still has the fourth larg- 
est gold reserve in the world.

VICTIM OF TRAIN ACCIDENT 
GETS $55,000 VERDICT 


Man Who Lost Legs in Yards Wins 
Suit Against Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad. 


A $55,000 verdict was returned 
yesterday by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Robert J. Kirkwood’s court in fa- 
vor of Robert Draper, 31 years old, 
a Negro, of Louisville, Ky., against 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
for injuries suffered in a train ac- 
cident. 

When at work for a wrecking 
firm in the yards of the railroad at 
Louisville Aug. 15, 1937, Draper was 
struck by a train and it was nec- 
essary to amputate both of his legs.

R. G. Jameson, teacher of En- 
glish literature in China for 13 
years, who addressed the National 
Council of Teachers of English, in 
session here last week, said yester- 
day that educational progress in 
China had been thrust back 100 
years by the — invasion.

When Peiping 
fell, students and teachers fied with 
what little equipment they could 
carry and re-established the school 
at Yunnanfu, out of the war zone, 
in South China.

Democratic Bloc Favors De- 
centralized Relief—Hop- 
kins Discusses WPA Pro- 
gram Changes. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Sena- 


tor White (Rep.), Maine, a member 
of the Senate Campaign Expendi- 
tures Committee, called on authori- 
ties today to discharge every relief 
official or worker found to have 


used tae WPA for political pur- 
poses in the last campaign. 

The committee is scheduled to 
meet Monday to consider final re- 
ports on its campaign investiga- 
tions. 

‘TI think everyone who knows 
anything about it recognizes that 
the WPA has been a demoralizing 
and corrupting influence in poli- 
tics,” White said in an interview. 
He attibuted WPA political activi- 
ty, which committee investigators 
have reported finding in several 
states, to the administrative branch 
of tne relief organization. 

Favors Permanent Committee. 

He said he would support a pro- 
posal by . Chairman Sheppard 
(Dem.), Texas, that the Campaign 
Expenditures Committee be made 
a permanent organization to police 
political campaigns and to recom- 
mend legislation to halt political 
corruption. 

White suggested a joint organ- 
ization, with jurisdiction over both 
House and Senate campaigns. 

“It is a most difficult thing,” he 
pointed out, “to build up an organ- 
ization hurriedly from the ground 
up and have an effective investi- 
gating force and reach sound judg- 
ments on waat is going on in the 
face of more or less fragmentary 
evidence. 

“There should be a congressional 
committee familiar not only with 
the Federal but state statutes deal- 
ing with political corruption. If 
such a committee were on a per- 
manent basis, it could maintain the 
nucleus of an investigation force. 
It could carry out its work with a 
much smaller expenditure of money 
and a much greater effectiveness in 
keeping informed on what is go- 
ing on.” 

White indicated he would propose 
that the committee recommend taat 
Congress decide who can contribute 
legally to political funds, and that 
it ask for a congressional study of 
charges of political abuse of the 
free mailing and printing privileges. 

Decentralized Relief Urged. 

A proposal that administration of 
relief be turned over to bipartisan 
state boards was made earlier today 
by a group of Democratic Senators. 

Senator Burke, (Dem.), Ne- 
braska, said that Senator Bailey, 
(Dem.), North Carolina, was draft- 
ing a bill to decentralize relief 
and that several Democratic Sena- 
tors who have been critical of ad- 
ministration policies had agreed to 
support it. 

As explained by Burke the Bailey 
measure would establish bipartisan 
relief commissions in each state to 
administer relief funds through bi- 
partisan boards in each county. 

The states would be required to 
contribute toward relief costs and 
provision would be made for a grad- 
ual tapering off of Federal expendi- 
tures as the states became able to 
take care of their néedy. 

Relief costs now make up nearly 
one-fourth of all Federal expendi- 
tures. 

“The particular object of this 
plan is to accomplish economy,” 
Burke said. There can be no doubt 
that relief can be administered more 
economically by boards that are on 
the ground than from Washington.” 

' New WPA Proposals. 

In the meantime, informed per- 
sons said numerous changes. in 
WPA and allied programs were be- 
ing discussed by Harry Hopkins, 
the Relief Administrator, and other 
administration officials. They said 
the proposals under discussion in- 
cluded: 

Creation of an advisory board to 
aid the administrator in shaping 
relief policies. 

Establishment of a co-ordinated 
relief organization on a permanent 
basis—perhaps within the frame- 
work of a regular Government de- 
partment, 

Organization of a joint state- 
Federal program with sufficient 
flexibility to meet varying relief 
needs from year to year. 

Allocation of relief jobs on the 
basis of ability to work as well as 
on the basis of need. 

Reorganization of the Federal- 
State Employment Service to in- 

crease its efficiency in serving job- 

less who are not on relief rolls. 
Application of the civil service 

system to the relief program.

Judge Lehman Says Attacks on 
Jews Abroad Saddened 
Jurist’s Last Years.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Judge 
Irving Lehman of the New York 
Court of Appeals spoke today at a 
memorial service in the United 
States Supreme Court chamber for 
the late Justice Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo, a member of the court until 
his death last July in Judge Leh- 
man’s home. 

Cardozo was the second Jew to 
sit on the high tribunal. Justice 
Brandeis, 82 years old, and still on 
the bench, was the first Jewish 
Supreme Court Justice. 

Lehman concluded his eulogy 
with this statement: : 

“His last years were saddened by 
the knowledge that again in other

HE Missouri Unemployment Compensation Cominicsion expects to 
pay a total of about $20,000,000 to unemployed workers in 1939. 

On Jan. 1, when the new Unemployment Compensation law be- 

comes effective, ynemployed persons among the approximately 635,000 

workers in Missouri who are covered by the law, will be entitled to regis- 

ter to obtain some measure of economic relief. Those who qualify for 
penefits will begin receiving them about the fourth week in January. 


The law, which is to be distin- 
ed from acts for old-age pen- 
sions, old-age assistance and other 
gocial Security measures, will. pro- 
vide temporary aid to persons who 
sre unemployed through no fault of 
their own, the payments to come 
from a fund created by an annual 
tax on the payrolls of employers. It 
covers only persons who have be- 
come unemployed since Jan. 1, 1938, 
who are still unemployed and who 
are physically able and willing to 


> work. 


000 Expected on Rolls. 


It is the expectation of Andrew

eral bonds or Federal employes.

Mild 1894 Law Voided; 

What the Justices Said. 

The invalidated tax was mild compared 
with the present law. It merely provided for 
a 2.per cent tax on incomes of more than 
$4000. It had been drafted in part by Bry- 
an, then a junior member of the House Ways 
and Means Committee. When it was under 
debate, Ward McAllister, a leader of upper- 
bracket society, threatened that he and oth- 
er members of his class would take up their 
residence in Europe. To this, Bryan causti- 
cally observed that the country could well be 
spared persons “whose patriotism was less 
than 2 per cent deep.” 


Before the court, Joseph H. Choate, the

Let us not underestimate the 
action of the Government at Washington if com- 
manding the presence at home of the American Am- 
bassador to Germany, or the similar decision of 
Colombia in recalling her Minister-designate from 
Berlin. Remote as both incidents are from diplo- 
macy’s explosive word, ultimatum, they may be en- 
tered in the record as straws in a wind which roars 
already with the velocity of the whirlwind.

Did 
not the bard himself assure us that “all the world’s 
a stage”? 

If he would, Headmaster Hill might have quoted 
an earlier and a weighty authority for his blithe 
theory of teaching.

N a time when personal liberties are be- 
ing trampled under foot and when per- 
sonal vengeance is not only condoned but 
encouraged by totalitarian leaders, the great 
democracies must look again and with new 
concern to the Bills of Rights.

over the forces of barbarism and oppres- 
sion, and in their preservation lies the hope 
of man as a free individual. 

What is the Bill of Rights? In America 
it is the body of principles laid down in 
the first 10 amendments to the Constitu-

The 
other is an elaboration of a prac- 
tice which sprang up four years 
ago in the NEC. 

In 1934 certain state directors of 
this body hit on the idea of using 
local stations to spread information 
regarding work being done in their 
regions by various Government 
agencies, such as the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, the National 
Youth Administration, the Bureau 
of Public Roads, and:the Federal 
Deposit: Insurance Corporation.

It grew to be the custom for an 
establishment like the CCC to sub- 
mit the material it wished to com- 
municate to the ‘Washington office 
of the NEC, where it was arranged 
in dialogue. form and sent, in a 
skeletonized version, to the state 
directors, The latter filled in such 
statistics as were requisite to local 
problems. “dh : 

Meliett and Berger determined to 
nationalize this system, Last July 
it operated in 15 states. Today sta- 
tions in 35 states have regular NEC 
schedules, two have special ones, 
and five more are expected to adopt 
the practice soon; On Oct,:21, all 
state directors of the NEC were in- 
structed to apply to local stations 
for a8 much time as they could get, 
ranging from one to six 15-minute 
‘periods a week. 

Valuable in Campaigning. 

Politicians, not excluding New

_& sketch of the St. Louis river- 
front in 1826, drawn by; Charles 
Alexander ‘Lesueur, French scientific 
illustrator;was among a -group of 
drawings discussed ‘by Charles E. 
Peterson, senior landscape archi- 
tect of the proposed Jefferson-Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial on the 
riverfront, before the Missouri His- 
torical Sociéty Friday night. 

Peterson took 28 photographs of 
Lesuetr sketches in the Museum of 
Natural History at Le Havre, 
France, while there on a vacation 
in September. He had traced them 
from New Orleans to the museum, 
of which Lesueur. ®ecame director 
after returning from America. 

Dr.. Thomas N, Pitkin, research 
technician for the riverfront me- 
morial, said the opening of Eads 
Bridge in 1874 symbolized the tran- 
sition from river to rail traffic and 
brought about a decided lessening 
of activity on the riverfront. Mars 
Twain, on a visit to St. Louis in 
1882, wrote: “St. Louis is a great 
and prosperous and advancing city, 
but the river edge of it seems dead 
past resurrection,” Dr. Pitkin re- 
called. 

The riverfront sketch of 1826, ex- 
hibited by Peterson, shows in the 
foreground an overhanging bank, 
cut into by the river's current. 
Farther away is a bare-looking 
frame building at the water's edge, 
with a flatboat and sailboat moored 
nearby.

Some Notable Dissents. 

‘Since the ratification of the six- 
teenth amendment, there have been 
a notable dissents by the late 
Justice Holmes and Justices Bran- 
deis and Stone, to majority opinions 
narrowing the scope of the amend- 
ment by relying on precedents. 


One of the most notable was writ- 
tén by Justice Holmes with the con- 
currence of Justice Brandeis, which 
went even farther than the argu- 
ments of the present report. The 
two justices held that the phrase 
“from whatever source derived” 
was so comprehensive as to include 
the existing compensation of Fed- 
eral judges, although the Constitu- 
tion itself says that such compen- 
sation shall not be diminished dur- 
ing a judge's continuance in office. 


In thig case, a Federal District 
Judge appointed in 1899, sought to 
recover sums which he had paid as 
income tax on his salary as judge 
ir obedience to the 1918 revenue 
act. He.argued that the Constitu- 
tion prohibited any diminution of 
his salary under Article IIL. 


Justices Holmes and Brandeis dis- 
sented on two grounds: First the 
tax did not result in a diminution 
of the Judge’s compensation, and 
second, even’if it did, it was made 
lawful by the sixteenth amendment. 
On the second point, the venerable 
| Justice Holmes said: 


“By that. (the sixteenth) amend- 
ment, Congress is given power to 
‘collect taxes from whatever source 
derived.’ It is true that it goes on 
‘without apportionment among the 
several states, and without regard 
to any cengus or enumeration,’ and 
this shows the particular difficulty 
that led to it.. But the only cause 
of that difficulty was an attempt 
to trace income to its source, and it 
seems to me that the amendment 
was intended to put an end to the 
cause and not merely to obviate a 
single result. I do not see how 
judges can claim an abatement of 
their income tax on the ground that 
an item in their gross income is 
salary, when the power is given ex- 
pressly to tax incomes from what- 
ever source derived.” 


As Hughes Once Saw It. 


In the majority opinion, Justice 
Van Devanter discussed at length 
the history and meaning of. the 
sixteenth amendment, and ironical- 
ly enough, quoted.from a mes- 
sage Chief Justice Hughes sent to 
the New ¥ork Legislature when he 
was Governor of that State, and 
at the time, opposed to the ratifi- 
cation of the amendment, for the 
principal reason that it would per- 
mit Federal taxation of income 
from local government securities 
and local government employes.

Question of Timing. 
The President declared 


The law- 
yers like to describe this as “in 
futuro.” But many of the argu- 
ments in the Department of Justice 
report would apply to the interest 
on existing bonds and on existing 
salaries, since these arguments are 
predicated on the words “from 
whatever source derived.”

Commodities Turn Downward 


After Month of Rising Prices 


Movement Declines Also—Setbacks Outweigh | sectravte 


Advances Almost Four to One— 
Market Basket Affected. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Commodi- 
ties turned down this week after a 
month of steadily rising quotations. 
Turnover declined with prices. 

Weakness was evident in every 
major staple group except livestock, 
which breasted the receding tide be- 
cause Chicago’s stockyards’ tie-up 
threatened a temporary scarcity of 
meats. Even in this category the 
upswing was not unanimous, hogs 

elding slightly, despite gains in 
cattle and Jambs. , 

The Associated Press weighted 
index of 35 important wholesale 
spot quotations slipped to 67.38 per 
cent of the 1926 average from 67.65 
@ week ago and compared with 
76.14 last year. - 

Setbacks outweighed. advances 
almost four-to-one among staples 
making up the index. There were 
18 declines and only five gainers, 
the remainder holding unchanged.

How thé Law Works ‘Out. 


For le: 3 
months of 1938, the first calendar 
quarter of ‘the “base peridd,” re- 
ceived a total of $150 ino wages. The 


|} second three’ months, the second 


quarter, he received a total of $300. 
In the third three months, ‘or third 
quarter, he received a total of 
$120. Having received his highest 
quarterly wages in the second quar- 
ter, his unemployment compenga- 
tion will be based on the wages he 
received in that quarter. Thus, he 
will receive weekly 4 per cent of 
$300, or $12. 

- This illustrates the method of 
figuring the compensation, but this 
worker would not receive his $12 

a week for the maximum of 12 
weeks. He would actually receive 
it for a fraction more than seven 
weeks, owing to a provision of the 
law that the total amount of com- 
pensation which a worker shall 
receive within his “benefit year” 
shall not exceed 16 per cent of the 
total wages he received during his 
“base period.” The total wages of 
this worker in his “base . period” 
were $570. Sixteen per cent of this 
is $91.20,- so he cannot be paid 
more than $91.20, which at $12 a 
week would be used up in alittle 
more than seven weeks. 

‘In view of the $15 weekly maxi- 
mum fixed by the law a worker 
who receives more than $375 in his 
highest quarter will be limited to 
$15 a week, regardless of the 
amount of his wages. 

If Worker Gets Job Then Loses It, 

If the worker obtains -employ- 
ment before he has been paid the 
full amount to his credit, his com- 
pensation will stop. However, if 
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the wages he received and the 
amount. he would 


be taken into consideration in fix- 
ing his benefits, but any such in- 
come in excess of $3 would be con- 
sidered wages and taken into ac- 


count, 
Carrying the case of the partially 


/uziemployed worker to this point:

wages. In addition he received 
$5 for odd-jobs work. Of this, $5, 
$2 would» be considered wages, 


: compensation; 
$5. In. benefits he would receive 
the difference between his total 
unemployment benefit amount of 
$10 and five-sixths of his wages. 
Five-sixths of $5 is $4.17. Therefore 
he would receive the difference be- 
tween $10 and $4.17, or $5.83. r 

Minimum Weekly Payment. 
The minimum weekly _ benefit 
which a totally unemployed: work- 
er will receive will be either $5, or 
6 per cent of the total wages he 
received in the highest quarter of 
his base period, whichever is the 
lesser. 

For example: ; 

A worker’s total earnings in his 
highest quarter were $100. Figured 
at 6 per cent, his weekly benefit 
would be $6, but the $5 minimum 
being less than that, it would ap- 
ply, and his weekly compensation 
would-be $5. But if his earnings in 
his highest quarter had been only 
$80, he would receive in benefits 
only $4.80 a week. Six per cent of 
$80 is $4.80, which, being less than 
$5, would control, 

Though the worker will be -re-| 
quired to report each Week to the 
Employment Service Office, he. will 
not receive his benefit checks there. 


‘All checks will be mailed to the 


workers’ homes. . 

_. Precaution Against Fraud. 

As a guard against fraud, there 
is .a specific provision in the law 
that any applicant who makes a 
false statement to obtain benefits 


will lose his right to any benefits, 
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y who, having less than eight em-

How Money Is Drawn. 

Money received by the State from 
the tax is transmitted’ to the Fed- 
eral Treasury and is drawn upon 
by the State as needed to meet 
benefit payments.

The F.. W. Dodge: Corporation, 
compiler of data for the building 
industry, forecast” today that con- 
struction contracts in 37 states east 
of the Rocky Mountains in 1939 
might approximate $3,500,000,000, 
highest figure of the recovery from 
the low building levels of 1933 and 
1934. 

The 1939 estimate would compare 
with an indicated total of $3,200,- 
000,000 this year and the actual to- 
tal of $2,900,000,000 in 1937. The to- 
tal went as low as $1,255,708,000 in 
1933, partly accounted for by cheap- 
er construction costs then. Repair 
and maintenance work are not in- 
cluded in the figures. 

Public Works Contracts. 

It is pointed out that the total 
building and engineering volume 
recorded from Jan. 1 through Nov. 
15 of this year reached $2,635,000,- 
000 compared with $2,599,000,000 in 
the corresponding period of 1937, 
and it is anticipated that consider- 
able letting of public works con- 
tracts before the end of this year 
will materially increase the spread 
between the final 1938 and 1937 fig- 
ures. For 1939, indications of in- 
creased volume_in public and pri- 
yate residential building, commer- 
cial and factory building, and pub- 
lic utility construction are stated 
to be very good. 

Reviewing such factors as the re- 
cent marked upturn after last 
year’s recession, increased employ- 
ment, the revival of business op- 
timism after a period of excessive 
fears, and the view of some per- 
sons that recent election results are 
favorable to business progress, 
Thomas 8S. Holden, vice-president in 
charge of statistics and research 
in the Dodge organization, states: 
“All these favorable factors might 
conceivably lead to a sustained con- 
struction revival to continue with- 
out serious interruption for several 
years. Yet, such a course is by 
no means certain, and present op- 
timism should be tempered with 
reasonable caution.” 


Some Potential Factors. 

According to Holden’s view, three 
potential factors would tend to 
curb recovery, if they should be- 
come actual 1. 1939. First, there is 
the question whether private build- 
ing and engineering work will in- 
crease fast enough to offset the 
tapering off of PWA projects now 
scheduled for the second -half of 
next year; second, concurrent rises 
next spring in public and private 
housing activity, public works 
projects, and new industrial devel- 
opments stimulated by a defense 
program might bring about increas- 
es in construction costs so rapidly 
as to curtail private operations. The 
third factor is the possibility of 
international difficulties; a new 
war threat would upset all present 
cdlculations and, lacking that, in- 
ternational trade complications 


can business and thus ‘indirectly 
upon construction. 

The Dodge estimates for 1939 in- 
dicate that residential building, 
commercial building, and public 
utility construction may each in- 
crease. about one-third over 1938, 
and that factory construction may 
double this year’s very low volume, 
Public and institutional buildings 
and public engineering works would 
decline appreciably unless there 
should be a new Federal public 
works program, of which there is 
no-indication today. Dodge clients 
are being advised to make their 
sales plans on the assumption of 
considerably increased total con- 
struction volume during the first 
six to eight months of next year 
and to consider the possibility of a 
moderate tapering off toward the

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REPAY HALE BILLION 


Over 39,350~ Accounts: Have 
Been Satisfied, Agency Head 
Announces, 


Borrowers of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation have repaid more 
than a half million dollars of the 
money advanced to them by the 
Government, Charles A. Jones, gén- 
eral manager of the corporation, 
announced yesterday. 

With collections reaching 944 
per cent of billing for October, it 
can be conservatively estimated that 
the cumulative repayments up to 
Dec. 1 will represent about 16.3 per 
cent of borrowers’ entire principal 
indebtedness, or more than $517,- 
000,000, Jones declared. More than 
39,350 accounts, amounting to more 
than $90,000,000, have been paid in 
full. 

“It should be remembered,” said 
Jones, “that, although the HOLC 


ended its fifth year of operation in 


June of this year, we have not been 
collecting on our Joans for that 
length of time. The HOLC still was 
lending money up to June 12, 1936, 
so only a very small portion of our 
borrowers have been paying back 
their loans for five years. In fact, 
290,000 took advantage of a mora- 
torium which made it unnecessary 
for them ito pay anything on ac- 
count of principal until June, 1936. 

“From June, 1933, to June, 1936, 
we loaned nearly $3,100,000,000 to 
more than a million men and wom- 
en. There are 132,000 others who 
are making adjusted payments 
which have enabled them to main- 
tain their homes. 

Jones stressed two other impor- 
tant results from the operations of 
the HOLC—the extension of an 
amortized loan program through 
which a borrower approaches near- 
er to complete home ownership 
with every monthly: payment, and 
the expenditure of millions for 
home tmprovements. 

“We directed the expenditure of 
more than $70,000,000 for repairs 
and reconditioning as we granted 
our original loans. Furthermore, we 
have followed a consistent program 
of improving the properties we have 
been forced to acquire.” 

Jones reported that the HOLC 
now owns 86,343 properties afid has 
sold 26,064. Of the homies available 
to yield income, 88.2 per cent are 
rented and rent collections for Sep- 
tember were 98.4 per cent of bill- 
ings. 

“Approximately 18,5 per cent of 
the homes we have acquired were 
abandoned, or virtually so,” said 
Jones. “About 5.5 per cent came 
to us through death of home own- 
ers and refusal of heirs to assume 
their obligations. A considerable 
number of properties were acquired 
because their owners absolutely re- 
fused to co-operate, although in the 
possession of funds. Hundreds of 
other borrowers were ‘overhoused’— 
utterly unable to carry the burdens 
they had assumed in prosperous 
days. For the rest, we sought jobs, 
or welfare allotments which would 


enable them to meet their payments / 


—exhausted every resource.”

It takes freezing weather 
to make the Northern ducks move 
south. 

While the weather has been be- 
low 30 here for the last few days, 
farther north it was around 50, 
which permitted the ducks to re- 
main where they were. 

A second reason advanced by 
many is that our feeding grounds 
are not adequate to hold what 
flights: do go over. This was most 
noticeable when a cold snap two 
weeks ago hurried a large number 
of mallards and other species from 
the North which, instead of stop- 
ping: here, went .on into the rice 
fields of Arkansas and Louisiana. 
Incidentally, Arkansas is anticipat- 
ing the best season: since 1929. ,

Fifteen Extra Days Worthless. 


The 15 days added to the front of 
the 1938 season in the intermediate 
zone was of no use, duck hunters 
say. Nor is this an exceptional year 
so far as those added days are con- 
cerned. Searching back through 
10 years of files, we find first flights 
reported as coming in not earlier 
than Oct. 20 and more often about 
Oct. 25. These were not the main 
flights, but the first. 
The big flights of Northern fowl 
usually come in from Nov. 15 to 
Dec, 10. With these dates in mind, 
shooters in the intermediate zone, 
ecpecially in Missouri and Illinois 
(where complaints have been most 
frequent) can’t see where they 
benefit from opening the season so 
early.

The Tigers could do nothing to 
stop Tulane’s shify halfbacks, Bob 
Kellog and Fred Cassibry . who 

sparked the Wave's attack and 
scored a touchdown apiece. 

The game was one of the fiercest 
of the 36 the teams have played. 
Bronco Brunner, Tulane brilliant 
back, and Jack Staples, Tiger full- 
back, were carried from the field 
with painful injuries. 

In the fourth quarter, officials 
ousted James Stell, Tiger halfback, 
and Tom O’Boyle, Tulane guard, for 
swapping punches, The Tigers 
were penalized for clipping, unnec- 
essary roughness and slugging.

“The Department of State is 
pleased to announce,” a statement 
said, “that.in response to the re- 
quest of the Government of Colom- 
bia, agreements were signed Nov. 23 
providing for the furnishing by the 
United States of a naval mission 
and @ military. aviation mission to 
co-operate with the Colombian Min- 
istry of War. The two missions 
will function in an advisory capa- 
city to the Colombian navy and 
mili air forces.” 

Adjecent to Panama Canal. 

The action is of particular im- 
portance to the United States be- 
cause of Colombia's proximity to 
the Panama Canal, a vital artery in 
the American defense system. The 
Panama Canal Zone, now owned by 
the United States, formerly was 
part of Colombia. 

The announcement was accom- 
panied by publication of a friendly 
exchange of notes between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Colombian 
Senate. 

The Senate in a formal resolu- 
tion expressed ite gratitude to the 
President “for his effective defense 
of democratic ideas and systems, 
for his intervention to safeguard 
peace within and without the con- 
tinent, and for the l- yal and con- 
stant carrying out of the good 
neighbor policy which is based 
upon the respect of the sovereignty 
of al] peoples.” 

Mr. Roosevelt replied: 

“The cordial spirit which inspired 
this generous manifestation could 
not but impress me anew with the 
realization of the identity of the 
democratic ideals of our two -na- 
tions, and of our common determi- 
nation to join with our American 
neighbors in perfecting understand- 
ing and friendship among the re- 
publics of the new world.” 

Final Closing of Breach. 

Adoption of a Senate resolution 
praising the head of another state 
in such terms is rare in present 
‘day diplomacy. Some officials here 
said it finally closed the breach be- 
tween the two governments which 
followed the revolt that brought 
the Republic of Panama into be- 
ing. The United States, which had 
been ‘unwilling to pay Colombia’s 
price for the Canal Zone, recog- 
nized the new republic and bought 
the gone from it for less. Years 
later Congress paid: Colombia $15,- 
000,000 as compensation, but hard 
feelings ‘that developed over the 
previous action spread through 
Latin America. 

The military air mission will con- 
sist of*two regular army officers, 
probably a major and captain, and 
three non-commissioned officers 
serving for three years. The naval 
mission will be headed by a cap- 
tain or commander on the active 
list, serving for four years. 

Missions in Other Countries. 

The United States now supports 
a naval mission of eight officers 
and a military mission of four offi- 
cers in Brazil. Three American 
naval advisers and eight army of- 
ficers are on duty in Argentina. 
Four naval advisers are presently 
serving in Peru, two army officers 
in Haiti, and one army officer in» 
Guatemala. : 

The State Department also an-, 
nounted today that Ecuador's de- 
cision to attend the forthcoming 
Pan-American conference at Lima, 
Peru, insured attendance of all the 
American republics at that parley. 
There had been some question 
whether Ecuador would attend, fol- 
lowing recent collapse of negotia- 
tions to settle her boundary dis- 
pute with Peru.

$500,000 Has Been Spent For

Approximately $500,000 has been 
spent on the task of carving a me- 
morial to Washirigton, Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Theodore Roosevelt on 
the face of Mount Rushmore. Un- 
til last year the work was financed 
by Federal grants, administered 


and private gifts. 

Congress set up the commission 
last October to handle the work 
and authorized appropriations up 
to $300,000. Only $50,000 was ap- 
propriated at the time. To date 
Washington's head has been com- 
pleted and that of Jefferson is 
about finished.

refugee.” 

Behind. Belbenoit'’s hopes there is 
the spectre of having onte more 
to return to the French Penal Col- 
ony, but of the possibility that he 
may have to live out his days in 
that infamous place he says only 
that he has suffered so muth that 
he cannot allow despair to ruin his 
enjoyment of the things he now 
has—hig kitten, his new teeth, a 
room of his own, and the privilege 
of living as man instead of animal.

The idea that | 
a musician of genius is simply & 
man with a peculiar and specialized 
gift of combining ‘or relating tones 
which are mere tones in the ab- 
stract ‘without relation to: life or 
anything else, is an illusion. That 
this faculty. can exist in a man 
without reference to other qualities 
or gifts is true, just as the mathe- 
matical faculty can; but such’ an 
unrelated faculty. does not, by it- 
self, make a musician of genius— 


why even’ among musicians of ge 
nius some have this pure musical 
faculty. to a greater degree than 
others. Gluck, for example, had it 
less than Haydn. It is even pos- 
sible for a musician of no genius— 
say, a Sterndele Bennett or even 
a Max Reger—to have this musical 
faculty more strongly developed 
than a composer whose work is 
névertheless superior to theirs; su- 
perior, that is, by. virtue of other 
qualities of which this faculty is 
the instrument.

There were several “ifs” as Dr. 
Paul Popenoe considered this ques- 
tion before concluding, “such a 
marriage can and should be success- 
ful.” : 

He was being consulted, while in 
St. Lotiis delivering three lectures 
in’ one day, as an expert on any 
and all marriage problems. Direc- 
tor of the Institute of Family Re- 
lations in Los Angeles, ‘widely 
known clearing house for daja on 
matrimony, where they make sur- 
véys and studies and tabulate ev- 
erything, that has to do with the 
domestic scene, Dr. Popenoe has all 
the statistics at his tongue’s end. 
His professional title is social biol- 
ogist, his specialty eugenics and 
heredity, but also he has a human, 
friend-of-the-family approach to fa- 
miliar, everyday factors in the 
larger scheme. In this rambling 
interview he touched approvingly 
on “blind dates,” disapprovingly on 
“going steady,” the “new morality,” 
with which .he has no patience; Hol- 
lywood influence on the divorce sit- 
uation and Government housing 
projects which he says are “subsi- 
dizing sterility.” | 

“The marriage where both go out 
to work can be successful,” he said, 
“if the working wife is careful not 
'to be more successful than her hus- 
band or doesn’t let him know it. 
The masculine ego,” he opined, “is 
a. very delicate, sensitive plant. 
She must pamper it, pay him the 
wifely respect and attention he 
feels are his due, or his ego may 
wilt. Without his ego he may slip 
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into a dependent parasitic attitude 
and she may find herself with a 
husband on-her hands to support.” 

“In other. words,” ‘I interrupted, 
“the wife with independent earn- 
ings must seem to be more depend- 
ent, more the clinging vine, more 
of a doormat, than the one who is 
entirely supported by her husband, 
in order to keep. the peace.” 

“Something like that,” he agreed. 
“Of. course,” he admitted: (and I 
thought it was about’ time) “some- 
thing depends on the husband in 
adjustment to the situation. He 
must .abandon the competitive 
spirit. he has grown up with, the 
idea that women are taking men’s 
jobs, and change that. to one of co- 
operation. Then the careering wife 
can be as successful as she wants 
to be. But,” he continued, “co- 
operation is the keystone of all 
successful es. I know it 
sometimes seems the selfish, de- 
manding wife who keeps her hus- 
band’s nose to the_ grindstone, 
brings out the best in a man, and 
the overbearing husband develops 
all the Christian virtues in a wife, 
but selfishness is the enemy of co- 
operation. The ideal is not a mar- 
riage benefiting one more than the 
other, but both working to make 
marriage itself a success and find- 
ing happiness incidentally. 

“Now as to whether the marriage 
where both go out to work should 
be a success; of course it should.

The reason for this one-sided sit- 
uation, Petrov explained to us, is 
that Papa is a harder word to say. 
Small babes can manage the wishy 
washy sound of Mama, but the 
word Papa must be forced out, and 
thus requires a better talking tech- 
nique.

WE VISITED Petrov at his doll 
factory at 1708 Delmar boulevard 
the other day and examined the 
successful voice mechanism, which 
is composed of 36 pieces, and, Pet- 
rov told us, an experienced engineer 
who should know, pronounced it 
the most complicated mechanism 
he had ever seen. In our unin 
formed way, we thought so, too. 

“This mechanism is as close to 
the human voice box as you can 
make it,” Petrov said proudly, and 
we can vouch for it that it cere 
tainly is an ingenious contrivance. 
As closely as we can describe it, 
it is made up of a pair of rubber 
bellows encased in a_ triangular 
cardboard and metal container. Air 
“holes at the sides allow the air to 
be taken in and held until the mo- 
ment of release. This comes when 
the doll is tilted to one side and an 
indenture in the voice box presses 
against a sort of little lever which 
in turn uncovers an opening and 
the old familiar Mama or the new 
and higher pitched Papa issues 
forth. On the papa side there is 
an extra air hole at the top and 


this is the secret of its success, for, 
this air hole furnishes the extra air @ 


pressure for the “puh” sound. [If 
‘all this sounds like a Rube Gold- 
berg invention, blame it on our me- 
chanical mind; which finds it hard 
to name things in more specific 
terms than “those things.” You'll 
have to take our word for it that 
it works. We heard it. 


—0-0-— 


PETROV, the man behind this 
invention, has not spent his whole 
life playing with dolls. He was 
originally a steam engineer but 
when he came to this country from 
Canada, in 1918, he did not have 4 
license to practice, so got a job as 
a doll doctor in a department store. 
Repairing dolls, he had ample op- 
portunity to study their construc- 
tion. Mama dolls had just come 
out and at that time they had to be 
bent over to make a sound, and 
the resulting Mama came from the 
rear. Petrov, being an astute ob- 
noticed that 
most children bent down to look 
at the doll’s face when it spoke, and 
consequently, he began working on 
a doll that could be seen when it 
talked and also one whose voice 
would come from the front. He 


voice mechanism which was then 
round in shape and could easily 
roll over in the doll and be muffled 
by the cotton stuffing. 
the reason for the present V-shaped 
voice box. 

—-0-0-— 

HIS PRESENT invention took 14 
years of his spare time. Seven 
years ago he thought he had a 
workable mechanism, but it turned 
out to be too big to fit an average 
size doll. The present dolls differ 
in no way from the other pretty 
dolls on the market except for their 
double nature, and on the present 
invention, Petrov has two patents, 
a third one pending. 

Among other doll lore, we learned 
from Petrov that 98 per cent of the 
dolls formerly sold here came from 
Germany and France, but now the 
ratio has been reversed and only 
about 2 per cent are foreign made. 
There are 42 doll factories in this 
country. Only 16,000,000 dolls are 
now sold annually, but during more 
prosperous times as many as 2,- 
000,000 dolls found little girl mamas 
in one year. 

Petrov himself has eight chil 
dren, and this might explain his 
special interest in a Papa speaking 
doll. It probably got pretty monot- 
onous listening to eight dolls pip 
ing Mama at the same time. Any

The Catholic Church does not 
marry persons in such a case. 
Sometimes a special dispensation 
is given, but the circumstances 
are unusual and the dispensation 
is rare. The Episcopal Church 
does not countenance such mar- 
riages also, except in rare in- 
stances, 

The United Presbyterian 
Church clearly restricts ' mar- 
riages of this kind. The Reformed 
Presbyterian sanctions them in 
certain cases. 

A home wedding or a wedding 
in the minister’s parlor would be 
in better taste, and it should be 
a quiet one, even should the 
bride wear bridal dress and have, 
perhaps, two attendants.

Better Short Wave 

Transmission by CBS 

O increase the effectiveness of 
Tits transmission of programs to 

Europe and South America, the 
CBS is preparing to combine the 
services of its W2XE in New York 
and W3XAU, the short wave sta- 
tion owned and operated by its af- 
filiate, WCAU, in Philadelphia. 
W3XAU has only one ordinary 
transmitting aerial, whereas W2XAE 
has had two directional aerials 
since May 12, 1937. 

When the CBS has completed in- 
stallation of two directional acrials 
for “W3XAU, the stations will be 
able to direct their broadcasts to 
cover a maximum area in both 
South America and Europe at all 
times. In case of a program of spe- 
cial importance, both stations’ ra- 
diations can be directed simultane- 
ously at the same point on different 
channels to insure maximum recep- 
tion, or the same program can be 
shortwaved by the two stations in 
the two ‘directions. 

The new WSXAU aerials will 
make the station’s 10,000 watts of 
power as effective as 100,000 watts 
would be with an ordinary aerial. 

Both stations’ aerials for Europe 
will be beamed at London to-cover 
the British Isles, most of the con- 
tinent and parts of countries be- 
yond in the same general direc- 
tion. The aerials for South Amer- 
ica will be beamed at Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, with the expec- 
tation that thus the major part of 
Latin America and Brazil will be 
covered with program service,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The 


,;*modern woman paints herself in 
1400 different colors, the men in the 


Food and Drug Administration have 
learned. The men have been find- 
ing out things about the pastes, 
liquors, powders and enamels that 
go into a woman’s boudoir, so they 
can enforce the cosmetics section 
of the new food and drug law. 

Certifying a list. of harmless coal 
tar dyes is their first. job, and 
they find they virtually will have 
to certify the rainbow. 

Dr. Dan Dahle, in charge of the 
cosmetics laboratory, says that the 
women shall not be deprived of a 
single color or shade. As far as he 
is concerned, they can paint them- 
selves in green and purple and gold, 
as some of them do, judging from 
the color catalogues. 

The only control will be over the 
manufacturers. They now are us- 
ing about 200 coal tar dyes to ob- 
tain the color mixtures they want, 
and Dr. Dahle says they can make 
the same mixtures with about 95 
dyes. 

To eliminate ul dyes, as 
well as simplify the vast job of de- 
vising analytical tests for all the 
dyes that will be declared legal, he 


. will limit them to approximately
